The trustees of the publishing soci-

Judge Dodge upholds the ground 


taken by counsel for the trustees 
and for Dlttemore that Lho by-laws

GUARD SERVICE 


Local State Guard Units Plan 


To Revive Drills 


Under an act passed by the Massa- 


chusetts 
legislature 
and 
approved 


April 29, 1SU, recruiting for the state 
national guard was started In this city 
some time ago, but shortly afterwards 
activities ceased suddenly 
and 
since 


that time no attempt has been made to 
form companies in this service. Jt Is 
intended later to affiliate or Incorpo- 
rate, the state guard with the national 
guard, an organization to be composed 
of recruits from all points of the Unit- 
ed States and (or which It Is expected 
the federal government will appropri- 
ate, a substantial sum of fjioney. 


Tho national uard Is to replace the 


state guard, an organization 
formed 


as a war time measure, but which 
Is 


still In existence. It Is proposed 
rccrul,t for the new organization from 
the state guard as much as possible, 
for an age limit will be set 
for the 


new organization, while on the other 
hand ex-service men will be welcomed 
Into tho now guard. It Is proposed also 
that If the national guard Is organized 
the New England division will try -to 
retain Its regimental designations. The 
slate guard had three 
companies In 


this city and one In WcEtford, which 
form Ihe third battalion, with Major 
Corliss of Everett Is In command. The 
local companies of tlie state guard has 
been Inactive during tho winter months 
on account of the weather, bnt It Is be- 
lieved the units 
will 
resume 
their 


weekly drills at the armory early In
